International Influences 

The international influence on dress is an in- 
teresting one. It rises and falls according to the 
focus of attention on any one country, according 
to the amount of travel done by soldiers in time 
of war, and according to the ingenuity of tourists 
in picking up and assimilating articles of clothing 
from the countries they visit. 

The "sympathetic" influence: 

It is a good time for examples of this form of 
Influence. China, Russia and South America are 
all drawn on for inspiration by the designers as 
the people of this continent focus their attention 
on these nations, seeking to sympathize with them 
and to understand. 

Chinese fashions are a leading theme this year. 
Unconsciously sponsored by the visits of the piquant 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek, two-piece dresses with a 
high embroidered neckline and a long belted Jacket 
have had considerable success in the "high-fashion" 
world. 

Russian fashions, more readily adaptable to Can- 
ada because of the parallel climates, provide an- 
other contemporary example of the international 
intlucncc. High Russian boots, camouflaged as 
after-ski boots, have made a visit that promises to 
be fairly permanent. Fur coats, too, have evolved 
into styles that show definite Cossack influences, 
with their swinging three-quarter length skirts and 
their wide belts. 

As for the South American influence,— here we 
find an interesting variation. Instead of the design- 
ers following the direction of sympathy and an- 
swering an already sub-consciously created demand, 
the men who make fashion go down to the Latin- 
American countries, copy styles of dress and motifs, 
and bring them back to show the north what It's 
misting. The designers, of course, find support in 
the current political interest in South America and 
in the belief that the S.A. continent is the up-and- 
coming poft-war world. But it is important to notice 
that the interest in South America is of a different 
nature to that in China and Russia. In these last, 
the attitude Is one of affirmation and of admiration. 
In South America, it is an attitude of curiosity and 
expectancy. 

Be that as It may, the Latin countries are con 
tributing much to North American fashion. Their 
love of vivid color points to a gayer N.A. wardrobe, 
especially where summer clothes are concerned. 
Their shawls, and skirts and buaraches (sandals) 
have already found a. happy reception. 

Ttkt soldier influence: 

It is an old story,— how In time ot war, the men 
who go off to fight return to their women with 

"souvenirs" of the dress of the country they have 
visited. Jewellery, in particular, has had an inter 
national career in this respect. 

After this war, you , may well expect to see 
women wearing necklaces which "John brought 
back from Italy, you know," and there'll be trinkets 
from India, and rings from France, and maybe even 
ivory from China. 

The tourist influence: 

When the tourist trade returns to the world 
again, we shall see how much it affects fashion, 
The story of the lady who shops a little here and 
there, who picks up a silver bracelet in New Mexico 
and a hair-do in Paris reminds one somewhat of 
Shakespeare's remark on her male countrepart: 

"I think, he bought his doublet in Italy, his 
round hose In France, his bonnet in Germany, and 
his behaviour everywhere." 

The moral: Wear the clothes of other countries 
as much as you like, but don't look like a human 
performance of the "Internationale".

The Quartier latin is our official 
weekly paper, and offers student 
viewpoint on various subjects of 
Importance. 

Our Debating Society, which wilt 
inaugurate its season the 23rd of 
the present month, alms to develop 
in the students their oratorical ca- 
pacities as well as their sense of 
humour. 

The different sports which appeal 
to students such as hockey, basket- 
ball, skiing, and various indoor ac- 
tivities are all In the sphere ot the 
athletic association. 

Last year the Société Artistique 
brought to the students many edu- 
cational as well as recreational mo- 
ments. Four concerts, with Alexan- 
der Kipnis as guest vocalist In one 
of them and Mr. Defauw directing 
the orchestra of Les Concerts Sym- 
phoniques dc Montreal on another 
occasion, were presented. 

This year we are to have five 
concerts, the first ot which will 
take place this evening In the aud- 
itorium.

SOCIAL HATREDS 
Our great - great - grandfather, 

Authropology Adam, lived in a so- 
ciety of classes, just as we do. 
There were two classes, the strong 
and the weak. The strong ruled the 
world, the weak chonged it. Authro- 
pology Adam lived in a society 
completely devoid of cultural and 
religious cdlologies, yet social hat- 
reds existed then as they do now. 
Why? 

Mankind of every age is con- 
fronted with the necessity of pre- 
serving itself, with the necessity ot 
acquiring the material commodities 
so Important tor its existence. It 
was as a result ot this struggle to 
produce these lite-sustaining mate- 
rial commodities that man develop- 
ed his ideas, his religion, his philo- 
sophy of. life and also his social 
hatreds.

During the Feudal Ages the sys- 
tem ot production was a domestic 
one. Man produced things for im- 
mediate home consumption, and as 
a result the field ot productivity 
was narrow; also there was no need 
for lipproved methods ot produc- 
tion since this could only result In 
surpluses of perishable goods, ic., 
in waste. As a consequence there 
was no Incentive for scientific re- 
search and development. Men were 
aware of great forces at play in 
nature but lacking scientific ap- 
proach and information they fell 
victim to all sorts of superstitions 
and to all sorts of social hatreds 
growing out of these superstitions. 

Social hatred due to religious in- 
tolerance was only too conunon. 
But this in the final analysis was 
only another way by which the rul- 
ing classes controlled and explointed 
the Ignorant, superstitious serfs. The 
church was after all the wealthiest 
and most powerful feudal landlord 
and just as it was in its Interest to 
keep the serfs Ignorant and super- 
stitious so It was also in its interest 
to make the serf believe that some 
minority with different religious 
and ideological beliefs, was the 
cause ot all his misery on earth. 
These were the dark ages. 

It might also be interesting to 
note that due to the fact that 
every Feudal Manor was a self 
sufficient cell, no strong feeling of 
nationalism was to be found even 
among definite language groups. 

The ago ot.the Crusades brought 
with It a demand for new articles, 
which stimulated trade. This caus- 
ed production gradually to change 
from production for heme use only, 
to production for a market and 
for profit. Trade involved the send- 
ing of ships to all points ot the 
globe. These ships had' to be pro* 
tectcd from pirates. In order to 
carry on trade it was necessary to 
Introduce a standard system ol 
I«oteaUv« liws. It ia sot suiprisio^ 



therefore, that we find a growing 
feeling ot nationalism and desire 
tor a centralized government at 
this time. 

To satisfy an ever expanding 
market required improved means 
ot production and ever widening 
fields ot producUvi'ty. With all this 
incentive, science was called into 
being and it in turn ushered In 
the Industrial Revolution and the 
Kcnaissancc. Ot course, the landed 
feudal nobility resisted all this 
change, and it required such things 
as the French Revolution, the 
Cromwell Rebellion, Feasants* Re- 
volts etc. to actually firmly estab- 
lish the age of capitalism. 

With the Invention ot steam and 
electrical power human productive 
capacity was enormously Increas- 
ed. This brought with it the myth 
of overproduction and the grim 
reality of slums, depressions and 
imperialist wars. The lower classes 
frustrated both economically and 
socially, were only too glad to grab 
tor straws which promised to alle- 
viate their often miserable condi- 
tion; the straws they got were red- 
hot needles of social hatred. Negro- 
lynching, Jewish pograms, inter- 
national suspicion and hatred, fear 
and disunity, these were the chan- 
nels into which the most reaction- 
ary of the ruling classes lead the 
growing feeling ot discontent ot the 
masses. At all costs keep the 
masses from finding out the real 
source of their troubles. National- 
ism was fostered and developed to 
facilitate the acquiring ot suffi- 
cient cannon fodder to light the 
battles ot the trusts and cartels, the 
bankers and munition magnets. 
Witness what happened in Ger- 
many. 

Social hatreds stem from econ- 
omic inequalities. This problem 
cannot be solved by telling people 
to be good and charitable and to 
follow the laws of God. You cannot 
cure a man suffering from a cancer- 
ous growth by telUng him to get 
Contintisi^ on f.aat Esut .

THE SKI TRAILS 

The other day an interesting series of articles appeared In the 
Quartier Latin, official organ of the students of the University of 
Montreal, concerning skiing. It should be of interest to us that they 
have started to prepare for a banner season in this sport, because 
they intend to take over the top spot in Canadian Intercollegiate 
ski circles after the war. 

This threat to McGill's pre>war superiority is a good thing, for 
it should make us seek to hold our hard-earned laurels, and there 
is no harder taskmaster than the threat of close competition. The 
fact is that the U. of M. should be commended for their ambition. They 
have engaged first rate competitive ski coaches, have already started 
pre-seaton calisthenics, and are preparing lor their second successive 
local Intercollegiate meet. 

Last year, in an invitation meet, they defeated Laval and McGill. 
Unfortunately, the Red entries were not organized as a team, but 
as a groupV individuals without direct backing from the university. 
This year some strides have been made to Improve the situation. A 
ski team is In the formative stages, and a manager and assistant 
have been appointed. Possibly we will again lose out, but the im- 
portant thing will be that the groundwork will have been laid out 
for the post-war IntcrnaUonal Intercollegiate meets. 

PAST GLORIES 

It might be appropriatd to say that before the war, McGill was 
the team to beat In skiing along with Dartmouth. With the present 
setup, things have been sliding off, but there Is every indication that 
the future will sec the Redmcn take their rightful place. The McGill 
Ski Team was formed in 1014, grew rapidly, and had much to do 
with making skiing a major sport around here. We were an important 
cog in the old Intercollegiate Ski Association, and in the new Union. 

Although Dartmouth won the majority of the meets, their stlffest 
competition came from the McGill team.

Miss Ko^ayashi pointed out that 
the population of Canada is made 
up of 80 per cent British and 
French, with the largest minority 
group being 43,000 people of Ger- 
man origin, the Japanese-Canadian 
group comprising only 23,000 people 
of which the great majority arc 
Canadian citigens. 

The . discussion which ^followed 
the speaker's address led to the 
adoption of the resolution opposing 
exclusion from the university of 
Japanese • Canadians on racial 
grounds, and protesting any racial 
discrimination in the university.

of the Senate, the Board of Gover- 
nors at its meeting on November 
8th appointed Professor David A. 
Keys as Director of Special Courses 
(ex-service students). 

Professor Keys will Immediately 
assume responsibility for the work 
ing out of special programmes for 
the ex-service men. who are return- 
ing to the University at the present 
time, in order that the University 
may effectively provide for their 
admission at various dates during 
the course of the normal academic 
session. This may renuire the in- 
stitution of additional courses for 
students who commence their work 
in January rather than in Septem- 
ber, as welt as special courses in
